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Doran To Institute Alcohol Production Control 


Tells Alcohol Makers of Its Advantages at Baltimore Meeting—R. R. 
Brown is Host to Members of Alcohol Association and Prohibition 
Officials in Tour of Inspection of Curtis Bay Plant. 


Addressing a gathering of some 
sixty leaders in the alcohol produc- 
ing field at a dinner given by U. 
S. Industrial Alcohol Co., at Hotel 
Belvedere, Baltimore, September 15, 
Hon. James M. Doran, U. S. Pro- 
hibition Commissioner, came out 
strongly in favor of Government 
control of industrial alcohol produc- 
tion within the bounds of known 
and reasonable commercial needs. 


The dinner at which Dr. Doran 
spoke came as the end of a very 
pleasant day which those present 
had spent as guests of Russell R. 
Brown, president, U. S. Industrial 
Alcohol Co., on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the company’s properties. 
The guests, among whom were in- 
cluded leaders in the industrial al- 
cohol field, Government official and 
representatives of industrial papers, 
met at the Hotel Belvedere in the 
morning and started on a tour of 
the Curtis Bay distillery, the larg- 
est alcohol producing unit in the 
world. The party was divided into 
groups headed by a representative 


of the company. Luncheon was 
served in the plant lunch room of 
U. S. Industrial Chemical Co., and 
immediately following and for the 
remainder of the day the guests in- 
spected the plant of the latter com- 
pany. 


Following this the party ad- 
journed to the Hotel Belvedere. 
Mr. Brown presided at the dinner 
at which Dr. Doran was the sole 
speaker. The text of that portion 
of his address dealing with produc- 
tion control follows: “Permissive 
control of the manufacture, dena- 
turation, and use of alcohol is well 
stabilized, but still lacks one essen- 
tial element. It is at present quala- 
tive, rather than quantative. The 
law properly provides for the manu- 
facture of alcohol in ample supply 
to meet all lawful industrial needs. 
It has always been my endeavor in 
the past, and will be my endeavor 
in my present position in even a 
quickened sense, to see that the 
mandate of Congress is faithfully

CONCANNON DISCUSSES 
CONDITIONS ABROAD 


Chas. C. Concannon, chief of the 
Chemical Division, Dept. of Com- 
merce has returned from a two 
months tour of Europe during 
which time he had occasion to visit 
some of the leading factors in the 
chemical industry in France, Ger- 
many, Spain, England, Switzerland 
and Italy. 

While at Geneva he visited the 
American representatives to the 
Economic Conference and explained 
the attitude of the American chemi- 
cal industry toward chemical war- 
fare. He was accorded an invita- 
tion to visit the potash mines in 
Suria, Spain, and is of the opinion 
that they are making progress in 
the development of potash. Mr. 
Concannon finds that Germany is 
recuperating rapidly from the War 
period, but that they realize that 
they have to compete with a well 
developed chemical industry in this 
country. 


European chemical manufacturers 
are said to be upset because Orlando 
Weber, president Allied Chemical & 
Dye Corp., now in Switzerland, re- 
fused their requests that the Allied 
cease cutting prices of dyestuffs.

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LINSEED PROFITS 


Earnings of American Linseed 
Co. for the first seven months of 
1927, which are understood to have 
amounted to approximately $6 a 
share on the 167,500 shares of 7% 
non-cumulative preferred — stock, 
show a substantial increase over 
operations in the corresponding 
months of last vear. Interests close 
in touch with the affairs of Linseed 
express the belief that for the full 
year earnings should run in the 
neighborhood of $11 a share on the 
preferred stock. Following earn- 
ings of $8.73 on preferred in 1925. 
Net in 1926 amounted to $76,065, 
equal to 45c on preferred. 

Current financial position is good

International Agricultural Corp. 
and affiliated companies report for 
the year ended June 30, net loss of 
$352,315 after depreciation and de- 
pletion. This compares with net 
income of $1,406,079 equivalent to 
$14.06 a share on the 100,000 cumu- 
lative 7% prior preferred shares in 
1925-26. 

In remarks to stockholders, John 
J. Watson, president, said in part: 
“The corporation is in strong finan- 
cial condition, having no bank in- 
debtedness and with ample working 
capital. The spring selling season 
opened with the greatest demorali- 
zation of selling prices that has ever 
existed during the experience of our 
corporation. 

“The flood conditions prevailing 
along the Mississippi Valley in the 
past planting season were in an area 
which consumed a small tonnage of 
fertilizer, and in which your corpo- 


ration has very small operations. 
This high price of cotton came 
this year just as the ginning 
season started, so that the 
planters themselves are getting 
the benefit of the higher prices 
prevailing. This should mater- 
ially improve their financial con- 


dition, and will undoubtedly be an 
influence to a larger fertilizer con- 
sumption for the spring of 1928. 

“Improvements have been made 
in the plants wherever possible, al- 
ways with an effort at reducing our 
manufacturing costs, and the plants 
of the corporation have been main- 
tained in good repair during the 
year. 

We are continuing to develop our 
by-products and are meeting with an 
increasing market for them.”

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FUTURE OF CELANESE 


With the leading manufacturers of 
Europe cooperating to such an extent 
that a cartel has been formed, com- 
posed of the English Courtauld’s, Ltd., 
Snia Viscosa of Italy and Vereinigte 
Glanzstoff Fabriken of Germany, it is 
predicted that American producers 
will eventually come to an agreement, 
or will interlink to effect general co- 
operation. Celanese is implicated in 
this probable schedule, due to its 
community of interest with one of 
the three foremost rayon producers 
in this country, and it is asserted by 
some authorities that preliminary dis- 
cussions are taking place which may 
result in at least a consolidation of 
interests, and probably an amalgama- 
tion. 

Net earnings of Celanese, for the 
1926 year were $908,213, compared 
with $24,250 for 1925, will approxi- 
mate $3,000,000 for the current year, 
and if favorable prospects continue, 
should be above the later figure for 
company operations in the ensuing 
year, according to estimates by direc- 
tors. An indication of the financial 
position of Celanese Corp. may be ob- 
tained from an analysis of the balance 
sheet of Dec. 31, 1926. Total of cash, 
government securities and call loans 
was $1,272,576 3.4 times: current lia- 
bilities of $367,200, and represented 41 
per cent of all current assets, which 
totaled $3,088,662. 


E. W. Camp, Commissioner of 
Customs, has notified the Assistant

Distribution of heavy chemicals 
is well up to expections at this 
time and prices quoted, are, for the 
most part of a sound basis. There 
seems to be a liberal amount of spot 
and shipment business current while 
contract withdrawals are of normal 
dimensions. While it is yet too 
early for the seasonal contracting 
period, most producers are engaged 
in preparing for the entry of these 
agreements to extend through next 
year. 


Of prime interest this week, was 
the announcement of a reduction in 
the price of formaldehyde and hex- 
amethylenetetramine. Buyers were 
not very active on this market since 
the recent slashing in the price of 
the raw material, methanol, and this 
procedure had been anticipated for 
some time. This reduction, will 
doubtlessly bring about an added 
interest in the market on behalf of 
consuming parties. Alcohol is very 
strong and moving in very large 
quantities. Distillers were favored 
with an extra heavy demand, since 
the latest advance and at this time 
distribution is unobstructed. The 
recent advances in this market will 
probably create a resale market, but 
will not have any affect on the gen- 
eral market, as there was’ very 
little alcohol bought at the low 
prices prevailing during the sum- 
mer. Glycerin is again easier and 
stlll subject to shading, but a ma- 
terial improvement is looked for 
within a short time. Methyl ace- 
tone is higher and not very easily 
obtainable and is a result of the re- 
cent action of the methanol mar- 
ket. Light oil distillates are un- 
changed. Benzene is weak at the 
nominally quoted figures and xylene 
and solvent naphtha are similiarly 
placed. Intermediates are moving in 
very comfortable quantities to- 
ward the consuming centers at fair-

ly stabilized prices. Cresylic acid 
is higher, owing to increased con- 
sumption in internal Europe, there- 
by leaving very little material for 
sale in this market. 

Acid Cresylic — Is much higher 
owing to a scarcity. European con- 
sumers have been using added 
quantities of this material and have 
left very little for sale in this mar- 
ket. Pale cresylic acid is quoted at 
70c@72e gal. and dark is named at 
65c@67c gal 

Acid Nitric — Regular routine 
business continues on this market, 
with spot orders of average amounts. 
The prevailing quotations for car- 
boy carloads is $5.00 100 lbs. for 
36° material and $6.00 100 Ibs. for 
40° acid. 

Alcohol Denatured — The mar- 
ket continues very strong and mak- 
ers report a very heavy flow of 
orders since the latest advance. 
Doubtlessly the recent advances of 
alcohol will create a re-sale mar- 
ket but this will not be a very im- 
portant factor and will have no im- 
pression on distillers figures of 46c 
gal. for No. 5 in tanks and 48c gal. 
for No. 1 in like quantity. 

Alcohol Butyl — Makers reports 
a steady flow of business at firm 
price basis of 19c@19%c and the 
market is materially strengthened 
by the recent ascension of the corn 
market. 

Ammonium Chloride — Still con- 
tinues competitive, importers are 
entering fair quantities but produc- 
ers seem to obtain the bulk of the 
available business. 

Formaldehyde — The expected 
reduction was announced last week. 
The recent reductions in the meth- 
anol market, enabled factors to low- 
er their schedules to 834c@9c Ib. 

Glycerin — The dynamite market 
is easier with sellers at 1934c, with 
the possibility of even lower. Sa- 
ponification is nominal at 143%4c@15c¢

A downward movement in the 
shellac market, was again the promi- 
nent feature of the industrial raw 
material group, for the week. Bar- 
ring the usual, daily fluctations in 
the primary market, quotations 
from Calcutta were firm and the 
decline was prompted by the lack 
of buying interest at the prevailing 
prices. Buyers of shellac have not 
been providing the market with its 
due interest recently, evidently 
thinking that prices were fictitious, 
but in spite, the market has been 
fairly well held.

Commercial Solvents Closes Plant Temporarily 





Terra Haute Unit Undergoing Repairs During Slack Period—Figures 
Show Large Gain In Butyl and Ethyl Alcohol Production—Earnings 
For First Half The Year Double Those of Like Period in 1926. 





Far from suffering a depression in 
business, the temporary closing of 
the Terre Haute plant of Commer- 
cial Solvents Corporation is for the 
purpose of cleaning and revamping 
the equipment to provide greater 
efficiency and increased output. 
The company decided to take ad- 
vantage of accumulated inventories 
and decreased consumption to pre- 
pare for a record output. During 
this quarter consumption usually 
decreases due to the fact that little 
lacquer is sprayed during the humid 
season, but the fact that the com- 
pany is doing more business this 
year than any previous year, at the 
same season, shows that conditions 
are increasingly prosperous. For 
similar reasons, in addition to this 
rehabilitation of the Terre Haute 
plant, the company is increasing 
the capacity of its plant at Peoria 
by fifteen per cent. 

Commercial Solvent’s production 
of butyl alcohol and ethyl alcohol 
has increased by leaps and bounds 
during the last two years as the 
following table of production by 
pounds indicates:

carried out. I go even further and 
say that it is wise public policy to 
encourage development along the 
lines of wider use of industrial al- 
cohol as a chemical. 

All of the foregoing, however, 
must be qualified by the test of 
what is consistent with the interest 
of the Government in dealing with 
a lawfully controlled product. I 
want to point out that your interest 
is one with that of the Government 
in the control of alcohol. Any con- 
dition that jeopardizes the Govern- 
ment interest has its inevitable back- 
lash on the industry. 

At this time we have built up, 
through the regulations and the 
training of our officers, an effective 
system of distribution control that 
might be compared to canals and 
cross canals of a large irrigation 
project. We have not yet, however, 
reached the point where we have 
attempted to control the supply of 
water that might periodically enter 
the system and give the maximum 
results. On the contrary, our fail- 
ure to control the source and vol- 
ume has resulted in what inevitably 
would happen in an irrigation sys- 
tem if the same lax conditions pre- 
vailed. This was pointed out to me 
by one of our chief law officers, and 
the soundness of bringing about a 
quantitative production control is 
not open to question either from a 
legal, commercial or law enforce- 
ment standpoint. I have made a 
close study of alcohol production for 
many years and I feel safe in say- 
ing that a control of production 
within known and reasonable com- 
mercial needs will benefit law en- 
forcement immeasurably. Like- 
wise, there is no diversion of indus- 
trial alcohol that does not leave a 
commercial scar. I would be neg- 
ligent in my duty as an official and 
friend of industrial alcohol if the 
present situation was not squarely 
met. It will be my policy to in- 
stitute a quantitative control of al- 
cohol production in the coming cal- 
endar permit year that will be am- 
ple for all industrial needs and con- 
sistent with the Government’s in- 
terest along law enforcement lines. 

A great deal has been said about 
getting at things at the source. This 
policy aims to get at one of the real 
sources of law enforcement troubles 
that carry with them their inevita- 
ble string of commercial trouble. I 
expect to have a trade advisory 
committee to give me counsel so 
that there will be no question about 
fully and fairly caring for legitimate 
commerce. 


In thus frankly discussing our 


mutual problems with you I hope 
to secure that reasonable assistance 
towards carrying out the plan that 
I feel you gentlemen as good citi- 
zens and reasonable permittees will 
extend to me.”
